Youngsters 
to influence 
town future 


YOUNG PEOPLE in Oswestry will have a 
major say on the future of the town thanks 
to a Government pilot scheme. 

The town is one of just five areas in Shrop¬ 
shire that have been chosen by the Govern¬ 
ment to trial a new planning initiative - the 
Neighbourhood Plan. 

The plans will enable communities to 
choose where they want new homes, shops 
and offices to be built, to have their say on 
building design and bestow the power to 
grant planning permission to new develop¬ 
ments. 

Among those already keen to join in the 
work to draw up a plan, a blueprint for the 
town’s future, are students at the Marches 
Secondary School and at Walford and North 
Shropshire College. 

Oswestry Town Council is among those 
who are drawing up the plan. 

Clerk David Preston said the plan would 
be an important document that would look 
at planning for how resources are invested 
in the town. 

“It is about the future of Oswestry, it is 
not about houses. It’s about looking at the 
issues, what the options are and priorities, 
and matching the priorities with funding 
and partners,” he said. 

Talks have already been held with those 
interested in getting involved in Neighbour¬ 
hood Planning. 


the area, decided to approach organisations 
and individuals to draw up a plan. 

The first phase funding of £10,000 has 
been spent on talking to the community and 
drawing up a research, publicity and ques¬ 
tionnaires in the villages, helping village 
newsletters and printing a community 
directory of locally run activities in the vil¬ 
lages. 

Laurel Roberts, one of those involved, 
said phase two of the project was all about 
gathering detailed information and investi¬ 
gating various community needs. This will 
be funded by a further £20,000. 

Councillor Ron Jones, chairman of Selat- 
tyn and Gobowen Parish Council, said he 
accepted residents were keen to see progress 
being made but stressed it was vital the 
funding was spent on the right projects. 

Projects 

He said: “I am as anxious as anybody else 
to see the funding being used but we must 
have the right projects. 

“The challenge is to the community to get 
involved in the process and come up with 
ideas on how the money can best be spent. 

“I have two ideas personally which I think 
should be investigated further. 

“One would be to help the area’s young to 
get into the workplace, perhaps a pro¬ 
gramme where older more experience peo¬ 
ple show them basic skills such as plumbing 
and electrical work. 

“Many youngsters these days have never 
held a hammer or would not have a clue how 
to fix a tap. 

“I know there would be no job at the end 
of it but it would teach them the basic skills 
and give them that vital experience they 
need. 

“I also think we should look at more allot¬ 
ments. The new one in Gobowen has been 
hugely successful and popular. More people 
will be looking at growing their own because 
food is getting more and more expensive.

Green group 
opposed to 
housing plan 

LAND ON the edge of Oswestry should be 
protected from future development, resi¬ 
dents have said. 

A planning appeal has been lodged 
against the refusal of planning permission 
to build a detached house with access on a 
driveway in Love Lane, just off the Morda 
Road. 

Oswestry Town Council has re-iterated 
its objections. 

Permission for the house was refused by 
Shropshire Council in November but the 
owners have now made a written appeal to 
the Planning Inspectorate. 

A spokesman for the Oswestry 21 group 
said today: “A green lane on the edge of 
town, popular with walkers and horse rid¬ 
ers, is again under threat of suburbanisa¬ 
tion.” 


They called for assistance and a fire crew 
from Chirk and the aerial ladder platform 
from Shrewsbury arrived to help fight the 
blaze. 

Assistant group commander, Rob Cor- 
field, said it was too dangerous to go into the 
house until boarding had been removed. 

“Once property entrance and exits had 
been made four firefighters wearing breath¬ 
ing apparatus when into the house and 
quickly brought the fire under control.” 

Mr Corfield said the fire was believed to 
have started in a room on the ground floor 
and spread to the stairs and first floor. 

Although the blaze was under control by 
1.30am fire crews remained at the scene to 
ensure the fire was totally extinguished and 
that it had not got into the roof space. The 
final crews left at 7.30am this morning. 

He said the fire was being treated as sus¬ 
picious. 

“Police and fire investigations began last 
night and the fire service was returning to 
the scene today to carry on its work into the 
discovering how the fire began.” 

The house has been empty for almost a 
year. 

Neighbours said today that a retired 
schoolteacher has lived in the house. She 
died last year, they said, and the house had 
been on the market ever since. 

Richard Ewels from West Mercia police 
said: “The fire is being treated as suspicious 
by the police.”

All three of the town council’s car parks have enjoyed considerable increases 
in income this financial year, a new report has revealed. 

Total income from April to January in the Central car park rose by 18 per cent from 
£319,612 last year to £377,656 this year. 

Income from the Horsemarket car park rose from £55,106 last year to £64,518 this year,

- And income at Smithfield Street car park 

has jumped by 12 per cent from £67,252 last 
year to £75,860 this year. 

Councillor Christopher Schofield told the 
markets and car parks committee meeting 
he felt the figures were ‘outstanding’. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said he had 
noted that the majority of tickets sold was 
for two-hour stays. 

He said: “In all the cases the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of tickets are issued for up to 
two hours. There must be a terrific turnover 
of spaces on the car parks.” 

He said the high turnover of visitors must 
contribute to the ‘commercial lifeblood of 
the town’. 

But Councillor Steve Haworth questioned 
whether the town council’s pricing strategy 
for stays of more than two hours was actu¬ 
ally benefiting traders. 

He said: “I am not absolutely convinced 
what we are doing is for the best of the town. 
There is a massive reduction in people stay¬ 
ing for longer periods.” 

He said he was worried that the pricing 
strategy for longer stays would restrict peo¬ 
ple who wanted to browse in Oswestry’s 
shops and could be damaging to traders. 

Councillor Betty Gull disagreed and said 
the town council’s car parks were aimed at 
short stay visitors and other car parks in the 
town catered for longer stays. 


Council says 
wrong area 
for chip shop 

PLANS TO open a chip shop in a residential 
street in Oswestry have been met with 
objections from town councillors. 

The bid by businessman Howard Martin 
to change his former corner shop on Lloyd 
Street into a chip shop has already provoked 
several complaints as well as letters of sup¬ 
port. 

Residents who claim the new business 
will lead to an increase in anti-social behav¬ 
iour have lodged a petition with Shropshire 
Council calling for the bid to be thrown out. 

Mr Martin has lodged his own petition 
with Shropshire Council in response, with 
names of residents who support the plan. 

The town councillors have said the chip 
shop would be unsuitable for the area. 

Shropshire Council will decide on the bid 
by March 15.

Hopes over 
rail link plan 

CAMPAIGNERS battling for a rail link 
between Oswestry and Gobowen claim the 
railway could revitalise the market town 
and boost trade if it is restored.

Four years later came the official ‘found¬ 
ing’ of the church, which has led to this 
weekend’s anniversary. 

Today’s minster, Dr Digby James has 
been in Shropshire for 22 years, moving 
from London with wife, Marianne. 

He said the church was put into a trust, 
complete with a trust fund, by Mr Barnes 
daughter, Ellen, and was refurbished in 
1928. Alms houses were built nearby in the 
1950s and the church also has its on Sunday 
School building which along with the 
church is listed. 

“The Sunday School building is used, not 
only by us, but by three local families who 
home school their children,” Dr James said. 

He said the church had a congregation of 
about 20. “They range in age from children 
to one member who is 89 years old.” 

The Congregational Church disestab¬ 
lished itself from the Anglican Church in 
the 17 th century. 

The decisions at Quinta are made, not by 
any overseeing body, but by the congrega¬ 
tion. 

While that congregation is celebrating 
the church’s 150th anniversary it is also 
embracing the present, in particular new 
technology. 

“Weekly sermons are now available on¬ 
line and there are plans to put historic Sun¬ 
day School and graveyard details onto an 
online database,” Dr James said.

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Demand 
for cut in 
funding 

A POLITICIAN from Mid 
Wales has called on the 
Westminster government to 
dramatically cut funding for 
onshore wind energy and 
spread it amongst other 
types of power. 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said he 
had written a letter, signed 
by a host of Assembly Mem¬ 
bers, to David Cameron.

Patients petition for return 
of struck-off sex case GP 


AN ONLINE petition has been launched calling for a GP from 
Oswestry to be reinstated after he was struck off for having an affair 
with a patient. 

So far 640 people have signed the petition which urges the General Medical Council to 
reconsider its decision to remove Simon Robinson from the medical register. 

Patients of his say striking off the 44-year-old doctor is a ‘major loss’ to Oswestry. Robin¬ 
son, who practised at Cae Glas surgery in Oswestry, was struck off after a General Medical Cou¬ 
ncil tribunal found that he had abused his position by engaging in sexual acts with patient,

THE OSWESTRY doctor struck off last 
week for having a relationship with a 
patient will not appeal despite declaring his 
innocence. 

Dr Simon Robinson says he cannot afford 
to appeal but wants to remain in Oswestry, 
where he was a GP for 15 years, and be able 
to walk through the town with his head 
held high. 

This week he thanked all his former 
patients and others who had supported him 
throughout the General Medical Council 
hearing and those who have signed a peti¬ 
tion appealing to the GMC to reinstate him. 

And he said, while he was completely dev¬ 
astated by the GMC’s decision to strike him 
off, his wife and two young children were 
the most important thing in his life. 

Dr Robinson said : “The only way I can 
appeal is through the House of Lords and, 
without selling our house, I do not have the 
finances to do that. 

“All I can hope is that the petition and the 
strength of feeling will persuade the GMC 
to rethink its decision.”

The online petition, started by Lisa Jones, 
can be found at www.change.org/petitions 
It states: “Please support my petition 
which will be submitted to the General Med¬ 
ical Council to show our support for Dr 
Simon Robinson our local GP 

“We would like the General Medical 
Council to reconsider their decision to strike 
him off the register and allow him to con¬ 
tinue to practice in Oswestry.” 

Those signing the petition include 
patients who say Robinson had saved the 
lives of their relatives. 

Lara Evans, says: “The GMC’s decision 
will result in a major loss to Oswestry and 
the surrounding areas if he is not allowed to 
continue to practice.” 

Other people who have signed the petition 
have called for Robinson to continue to prac¬ 
tise with restrictions, and say he will be a 
huge loss to medicine. 

The General Medical Council disciplinary 
panel ruled last week Robinson’s fitness to 
practise was impaired as a result of the 
encounters with Miss Tudor during a 16- 
month affair between July 2009 and Novem¬ 
ber 2010. The panel said Robinson’s denial 
of the allegation meant Miss Tudor, who 
lives in the Oswestry area, had to give evi¬ 
dence and have the recordings of their 
encounters played at the public hearing. 

Robinson maintained throughout that he 
did not have sexual relations with her.

“Early spring is a good time to start with 
chickens and holding this auction in Febru¬ 
ary gave people a great opportunity to pick 
up some quality stock.” 

Pairs of birds sold for an average of about 
£40 although some made more than £100. 

He said he hoped the auction would 
become a regular event and revealed that 
future auctions could also include hatching 
eggs so people could start to rear their own 
stock.

CAN EMPLOYER DISMISS ME BEFORE APRIL 6TH UNFAIR DISMISSAL CHANGES COME IN? 


Q: I recently read somewhere that the time limit to qualify for unfair dismissal is going to increase from twelve months to twenty four months 
from 6th April. By the beginning of April I will have worked for my employer for twenty months. We don’t get on that well and I am worried 
that he might come up with some excuse to sack me before April in order to avoid me qualifying for unfair dismissal rights. Is there any 
protection for me? 

A: The Government has just issued some guidance on the changes. The twenty four months/two year qualifying period will only apply to 
those who start a new job on or after 6th April 2012. Employees who started a job before 6th April 2012 will remain able to claim unfair 
dismissal rights after one year of continuous service. One year of continuous service does however not just mean working for the same 
employer for one year, but doing the same job for that employer for one year. The qualifying period for claiming unfair dismissal will not be 
retrospective. 

So provided you have worked for your employer in the same job for more than twelve months prior to 6th April 2012, you will still have your 
unfair dismissal rights. Had you only worked there for ten months prior to 6th April 2012 you would have had to wait two more months 
before getting the same unfair dismissal rights. 

There has been no change to redundancy rights, so you can only qualify for redundancy pay if you have worked for two years (unless you 
were unfairly dismissed). Also, there are a range of rights, such as the right not be discriminated against, which have no qualifying period. 

Employment law is complex so it is always advisable to take legal advice to clarify your position.

WELSHPOOL actor Peter Halliday, best 
known for his starring role in the BBC’s 
sci-fi drama A for Andromeda in the 
1960s, has died aged 87. 

Mr Halliday appeared in Doctor Who, The Saint, 
The Avengers, Goodnight Sweetheart, Dalziel and 
Pascoe and many other TV dramas and was also seen 
in film and theatre productions. 

He was was born near Llangollen, but his family 
moved to Welshpool where he lived for most of his life. 

Mr Halliday worked alongside many acting greats, 
including Richard Burton and Sir John Gielgud during 
a career that spanned 60 years. 

His funeral was held in London on Tuesday, but a 
memorial service is being planned for Welshpool at 
some point in the future. 

Mr Halliday’s career started when he joined the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art in 1947 after serving 
in World War II. 

His big break came three years later when he joined 
the Shakespeare Memorial Theatre in Stratford-upon- 
Avon, now known as the Royal Shakespeare Company. 

An exhibition about his career was held at the 
Powysland Museum in Welshpool in 2007, where his 
son’s partner Eva Bredsdorff is a curator. 

Ms Bredsdorff said: “Peter enjoyed being an actor 
and was lucky enough to be doing what he loved doing 
for most of his life. 

“His career took him around the world and intro¬ 
duced him to interesting and famous people, some of 
whom became good friends.” 

Mr Halliday is probably best-known for his role as 
Dr John Fleming in A for Andromeda. 

The BBC programme also starred Julie Christie, 
with whom Mr Halliday shared an on-screen kiss. He 
was joined by Susan Hampshire for the follow up 
series, The Andromeda Breakthrough. 

He also featured in the Oscar-nominated movie 
Remains of the Day, which starred Sir Anthony Hop¬ 
kins and Emma Thompson. 

In 1956, he married the actress Simone Lovell with 
whom he had three sons. They later divorced, but 
remained good friends, Ms Bredsdorff said. 

He leaves three sons and five grandchildren.

Police appeal

Asbestos 
is linked 
to death 
of woman 

A WOMAN from Oswestry 
died from an asbestos- 
related disease, an inquest 
heard. 

Daphne Anne Hayward, 
of College Road, died at The 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
last September 19 . 

The inquest held in Wem 
heard a post-mortem exami¬ 
nation reported the cause of 
death as mesothelioma, a 
disease that can be caused by 
exposure to asbestos. 

The 72-year-old woman 
visited her doctor in June 
with a cough but her health 
deteriorated. Her son 
Stephen Hayward’s state¬ 
ment to the court said his 
mother was brought up in 
Chirk and West Felton. 

She worked for 10 years at 
Clifford Williams, a former 
clothing firm in Oswestry.

He said there had been 
steam presses, sewing 
machines and other items 
which had asbestos around 
them in the factory. 

He said she worked there 
from 1955 to 1965. She mar¬ 
ried in 1964 and when she 
had children she left the 
company. 

Later in life she worked as 
a cleaner at a school in 
Oswestry and at Richard 
Burbidge. She retired in 
2004. 

Assistant deputy coroner, 
Andrew Barkley, ruled Mrs 
Hayward died from the 
industrial disease.

Drug user is 
found dead 

A DRUG USER was found dead on the 
sofa of a home in Oswestry, an inquest 
has heard.

Mr Beasley was con¬ 
firmed dead by a paramedic at 10.32am. 

Assistant deputy coroner, Andrew 
Barkley said: “Mr Beasley was a well- 
known and well practised user of illicit 
drugs. 

“It was clear from evidence he was 
using both heroin and Phenazepam, 
which he ordered over the internet.” 

He recorded Mr Beasley had died as a 
result of an accidental drugs overdose.

One-way 
system is 
reviewed 

A QUESTIONNAIRE on 
Welshpool’s controversial 
one-way system will be 
launched by highways chiefs 
over the next few weeks. 

Powys County Council is 
currently reviewing the 
town’s one-way system, 
which was opened last Feb¬ 
ruary to criticism from driv¬ 
ers and traders. 

Councillor David Jones, 
who has been appointed to 
lead the review, said he 
hoped the questionnaire 
would give them a better 
insight into how people felt 
about the one-way system. 

He said: “We have been 
reviewing the system for 
months and in the next few 
weeks a questionnaire will 
be carried out in the town to 
ask people their views. 

“We have no idea how it’s 
going to be conducted as yet 
but it will be done thor¬ 
oughly. 

“I understand there is a 
lot of ill feeling from traders 
about the new system and 
we need to note their views. 

“I am not convinced it is 
the best system for Welsh¬ 
pool and I believe it’s caus¬ 
ing a lot of problems.”

Campaigners vow to fight 
changes to social housing 


CAMPAIGNERS who won a fight against plans to transfer council 
homes in Oswestry to a social landlord have vowed to battle new 
plans which would change how local authority housing is run. 

Jean Danby, from Oswestry Defend Council Housing, said Shropshire Council ‘would 
have a fight on its hands’ in its plans to set up a new Arms Length Management Organisa¬ 
tion (ALMO). She claimed the move was ‘privatisation by the back door’. 

The 75-year-old challenged Shropshire Council to give every tenant a signed legal docu¬ 
ment promising it would never sell the houses to prove its intentions.

Top rating for 
reopened pub 

A PUB IN Oswestry has gained a top rating 
for its food and hygiene - just two months 
after it reopened. 

The Castle Tavern on the Bailey Head, 
formerly known as the Eagles Inn, opened 
in December with licensees Julie Gibson 
and Paul Fitton. 

They say they are delighted to have now 
been awarded with a five-star food and 
hygiene rating by the environmental health 
officer at Shropshire Council. 

With lunches and special occasion events 
already on the menu, the pub will soon be 
offering evening meals in a bid to reach out 
to more people. 

“We have returned to the pub’s original 
name along with a totally new look inside 
and out, restoring the traditional pub ambi¬ 
ence,” Julie said. 

“We plan to start evening meals soon and 
also hold the occasional event like race 
nights which are very much in keeping with 
a traditional pub like ours. 


And Mrs Danby, who five years ago was 
instrumental in a campaign to stop the now 
defunct Oswestry Borough Council trans¬ 
ferring council houses to a new body called 
Oswestry Housing Association, also chal¬ 
lenged Shropshire Council to hold a ten¬ 
ants’ ballot before any decision is taken. 

But council chiefs today stressed the 
homes would remain in council ownership 
and said a full consultation will be held 
before any decision was made. 

Mrs Danby said: “I know they will deny it 
but I think this is privatisation by the back 
door. If it is not, the council should give 
every tenant a legal document promising 
never to sell the houses. I know they won’t 
do that and Shropshire Council needs to 
know it will have a fight on its hands.” 

Councillor Malcolm Price, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing at Shropshire Council, said: 
“This is an entirely different situation from 
when this group campaigned to ‘save’ coun¬ 
cil homes in Oswestry previously. 

“There are no plans to change the owner¬ 
ship of the properties. There is actually 
nothing stopping the council from selling its 
homes to a housing association, but we feel 
setting up a new organisation to run them 
will result in a better deal for tenants. 

“Moving to management in this way will 
enable tenants to take decisions, as well as 
being able to hold the council to account. No 
decisions have been made, and we will be 
running a major consultation.”

Council halves institute funding 


TOWN COUNCILLORS have voted to 
halve the amount of funding they give 
to Llanfyllin’s Public Institute after 
hearing it had a ‘very healthy’ bank 
balance - but have reassured residents 
they don’t want to see the building 
close. 

Llanfyllin Town Council has in the 
past given £1,400 a year to the venue to 
help it remain open and serve the com¬ 
munity. The funding from the town 
council has been matched by Powys 
County Council in the past. 


But town councillors were told at 
their monthly meeting efforts were 
being made to keep town council costs 
down. 

They heard that the Public Institute 
had more than £20,000 in its bank bal¬ 
ance. 

Councillor John Brautigam said the 
town council should consider whether 
it wanted to carry on giving £1,400 to 
the institute. 

He said: “I don’t want to do anything 
to damage the public institute. It is 


quite the opposite actually, I think we 
all want to see it thrive. 

“But the public institute’s balance is 
very healthy and we must look at our 
budget. 

“It is fair to say the town council is 
not going to be destitute by giving this 
money. ” 

Councillors voted to back Councillor 
Mark Rosser’s suggestion that this 
year’s funding should be cut by half to 
£700 and that information should be 
passed on to the county council.

Fears over 
shortage of 
community 
volunteers 

COMMUNITY organisa¬ 
tions in the Oswestry area 
could face a shortage of vol¬ 
unteers in the coming years 
because many are reaching 
retirement age, it has been 
claimed. 

Fears have been raised 
over a lack of younger 
recruits to replace long¬ 
standing volunteers when 
they choose to retire. 

The issue was discussed at 
a meeting of Oswestry Local 
Joint Committee - where 
some residents claimed they 
did not know where the new 
generation of volunteers 
would come from. 

Clive Leworthy, a volun¬ 
teer outreach officer for the 
Community Council of 
Shropshire, said there was a 
trend in the county for vol¬ 
unteers to be of retirement 
age. But he added during 
this current economic cli¬ 
mate with a rise in unem¬ 
ployment there had been 
more people aged between 
20 years old and 50 years old 
starting to volunteer. 

Mr Leworthy said: “It is 
an issue. It is difficult to get 
young people.” 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, Shropshire councillor 
for Oswestry East who 
attended the meeting in 
said: “It emerged there were 
concerns over where the 
next set of volunteers were 
going to come from.” 


head of strategic delivery, 
spoke to town councillors 
about generating some early 
momentum for the Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan. 

In a discussion with Mr 
Berriman it was decided 
that the action plan could 
look at working with young 
people, setting priorities for 
how to use any external 
funding, proposals for the 
management of open space 
and car parking and also 
traffic flows. 

It was also decided to take 
a general look at the future 
of the town centre and also 
look at other ideas brought 
forward by volunteers. 

The town council is also 
contacting plannning con¬ 
sultants to look at how they 
could help with neighbour¬ 
hood planning. 

“Neighbourhood plan¬ 
ning is not about houses but 
about real issues and identi¬ 
fying what those issues are, 
establishing what the 
options and priorities in 
addressing them are and the 
matching those priorities 
against funding and part¬ 
ner,” said town council clerk 
David Preston. 

“The work would take 
those priorities forward 
towards the shaping of a 
Neighbourhood Plan with 
extensive involvement and 
engagement with further 
volunteers adding to the 
business and educational 
community’s interests 
already established. 

“The selection of being a 
neighbourhood plan fron¬ 
trunner has placed pressure 
on Oswestry but being one 
of the first to deliver the gov¬ 
ernment agenda could bring 
wider interest in the town. 

“Professional support is 
necessary to help Oswestry 
to progress this challenging 
journey.”

Injury gave Angela chance 
to volunteer to help others 


“I THINK IF there is a problem it has to be solved,” says Angela Bright. 

The 67-year-old from Chirk Bank has a heart to help others and this has spurred her on 
to take up many different roles within the community. 

She is chairwoman of the Oswestry and District Access Group, a Weston Rhyn Parish 
Councillor for four years and chairwoman of the Weston Rhyn youth club - just to name a 
few of the 15 groups she is involved with. 

These roles have seen her help raise hundreds of pounds for charity and persuade major 
town businesses to make their properties more accessible for the disabled. 

Angela has lived in Chirk Bank for about 
42 years after being brought up in Lower 
Hopton, near Nesscliffe. As a child she 
attended Nesscliffe Primary School and 
Baschurch Secondary Modern School. She 
then went on to work for companies in 
Shrewsbury including WH Smith and 13 
years with a booking office. 

“It was a lovely job,” she said. “I like meet¬ 
ing people. I am a people person.” 

But she had to leave when, at 57, she fell 
on concrete resulting in back problems. 

Support 

With more time on her hands she decided 
to get involved in volunteering which she 
says is all thanks to the support of her hus¬ 
band Rod. 

She first met Rod in Oswestry when she 
was 24 years old. They married and had two 
sons and a daughter. Sadly, one of her sons 
died of bone cancer. 

“That was awful,” she said. “It is some¬ 
thing you can never really get over. 

“I had a 15-year-old daughter who was 
heartbroken and a six-year-old son at the 
time. It was very hard to keep going. 

“I think at first you are numb. It doesn’t 
get better but I say you get by by thinking 
about the nice things that happened.” 

She also said her faith and involvement 
with the Chirk Bank Methodist Church was 
important. 

Today, she still loves to help those in her 
community, be they old, young or disabled.

“I enjoy doing it,” she said. “I think when 
you finish work you have to have an interest 
in life. I think if there is a problem it has got 
to be solved. 

“People with disabilities have so many 
obstacles in their way. I lost my own son and 
it makes you think that every child in life 
deserves a chance. Both my son and daugh¬ 
ter are doing well but there are a lot of chil¬ 
dren that don’t get the chance.” 

Anything she can do to help give them 
encouragement and make them feel worth¬ 
while, then she will try to do it. 

“I think there are so many people in this 
world wanting,” she continued. “It is very 
difficult for people that have got young chil¬ 
dren these days and a lot of people in this 
area are on minimum wage.” 

Angela says the love and support of her 
family are very important to her. 

“My sister is a great influence in my life. 
She is always there. I am also grateful to my 
sister-in-law and my many friends for their 
support. It is nice to have people to fall back 
on,” she added. “It all helps.” 


Disability 
group seeks 
to form new 
partnerships 

AN ACCESS and disability 
group from Oswestry is 
working to forge links with 
other Shropshire town 
groups to try and get a big¬ 
ger voice for those it repre¬ 
sents.

SHE was a girl from St Martins 
who conquered Britain 

Suzanne Younger was Shropshire’s most 
successful beauty queen. 

She won the Miss Wales and Miss United 
Kingdom titles in quick succession, then fin¬ 
ished sixth in Miss World, in 1989. 

Her face and figure were all over the 
papers. And while that brought its own 
rewards, it also helped lay the foundations 
for a successful career as a businesswoman. 

Although Suzanne was brought up on her 
parents’ farm at St Martins, she is actually 
Welsh, having been born in Chirk in 1965 
and having a Welsh father. 

She went to school at Chirk Convent (now 
demolished), and then Queens Park Girls 
School, Oswestry (also now demolished), 
where she chalked up a host of GCSEs. Both 
were small private schools. Then she 
attended Oswestry College and did a 
National Diploma and studied computers. 

She worked for seven months as a com¬ 
puter demonstrator before becoming a full¬ 
time model at the age of 19.

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Mum's the word for 
comfort in Kia Carens 


There are times when you need a 
vehicle that can be utilised for 
very different roles and one of 
these is a vehicle with easy access 
for my mum who is a little 
unsteady on her feet and finds it 
quite difficult to get in and out of 
cars. 

The Kia Carens fitted the bill perfectly and 
she found no trouble whatsoever with wide 
sliding doors and lots of legroom in manoeu¬ 
vring herself even with a walking stick adding 
an extra element of difficulty. In this respect 
the Carens was a God send. However, whilst 
this had been my major reason for using the 



Carens I was struck by what a capable vehicle 
it is. 

I had a long drive to the West Country so I 
was in a great position to test the comfort of the 
Carens. It performed flawlessly and was 
extremely comfortable with passengers in the 
rear making similar comments. 

The engine fitted was the 1.6 CRDi which 
produces a respectable 126bhp. Coupled with 
an easy to use six speed box, which contains 
surprisingly high ratios the Carens is able to 
eat up motorway miles with consummate ease 
and makes this a very practical proposition for 


long haul journeys with the whole family. With 
fuel consumption of around 49 to the gallon it 
also doesn’t need to break the bank. 

Handling wise the Kia is fitted with 16inch 
alloys and 205 tyres and felt stable and planted 
a position that did not change when you added 
passengers and luggage. 

Body roll which can be a problem on MPVs 
was minimal. Also on some of the roads on 
which we travelled which were a little potholed 
and that is being kind the suspension absorbed 
the bumps without protest and never felt 
unsettled which is a tribute to the Kia engi¬ 
neers. 

Privacy glass 

On the outside the Kia also looks a little dif¬ 
ferent from the usual run of the mill MPVs and 
with the Quartz Black and the privacy glass it 
certainly stands out. 

The rear side doors are operated electroni¬ 
cally and provide great access to both the sec¬ 
ond and third row of seats. With the third row 
in the upright position there is some compro¬ 
mise in boot space but they are easily folded 
down and then you can put in pretty much any¬ 
thing you want. On the inside the black leather 
seats add to the overall quality feel of the car. 

The dashboard is well laid out and every¬ 
thing falls easily to hand. The stereo was a little 
disappointing and although it was fitted with a 
six speaker system seemed to lack the eye for 
detail that the rest of the Carens has enjoyed. 

Overall I enjoyed driving the Carens which 
surprised me as I am not a great fan of MPVs as 
they are usually a compromise too far but the 
Kia is different in that it feels a lot more of a car 
than the £18,995 on the road price would have 
you believe. 

After a week of combined long distance and 
town driving with loading and unloading of 
copious amounts of luggage, plus dog and mum 
it performed perfectly and kept my stress levels 
down to a minimum. I cannot recommend it 
more highly than that.

As I arrived back at the car park after 
shopping I noticed a couple of people 
pointing at my test car, nodding their 
heads in an approving way. 

Putting my bags by the rear ready to load up they com¬ 
mented on how attractive the car was and asked me a few 
questions about it. Aside from the looks they were also 
impressed by the all-wheel drive system. 

This wasn’t the first time I had been asked questions 
about the Subaru Legacy - and all responses had been very 
encouraging on this smart tourer. 

And I had to agree and also praise the way it handles, the 
interior finish and general adapdability. Put up against its 
opposition in the sector this is a car that does very well 
indeed, especially for the price. 

I was driving the entry level in the Legacy Tourer range, 
the ES Nav, although you would never dream it was at ‘bot¬ 
tom’ of the pile for all that if offers which includes Sat Nav 
as standard and a choice of manual or CVT transmission. 

At £21,995 on-the-road its specification is much higher 
than rivals. 

It has a 150PS 2.0 litre petrol engine with the choice of 
a six-speed manual gearbox or Subaru’s optional Lin- 
eartronic CVT transmission. I have driven both and cannot 
really put one above the other, although the CVT is so easy 
to drive. 

Like all Subarus, the Legacy has permanent Symmetri¬ 
cal All-Wheel Drive system which makes it much more 
sure-footed than two wheel. Add to that the horizontally 
opposed Boxer engine with its lightweight and low centre 
of gravity and you get an excellent drive with plenty of driv¬ 
ing engagement, comfort and safety. 

Now back to that Sat Nav and no cheap version this. It is 
full colour with a long list of features including touch 
screen control, CD/DVD playback, integrated Bluetooth 
hands-free connectivity and steering wheel mounted con¬ 
trols. And the Bluetooth is easy to set up and use with very 


clear sound. Other standard features on the ES Nav model 
include automatic headlights and windscreen wipers, 
remote control central locking, dual zone climate control, 
one-touch fold down rear seats, alloy wheels, electrically 
adjusted driver’s seat and a Thatcham category 1 alarm 
and immobiliser. 

And yes, all for £21,995. Quite a list and I had to check 
all that on the price sheet as I couldn’t quite believe it was 
standard. 

The finish inside is a good standard, although perhaps a 
little bit plasticky in places, and there is so much room in 
front and rear and in the boot. 


The engine produces 196Nm of torque and the six-speed 
manual takes 9.8 seconds to get to 62mph with a maximum 
speed of 120mph. 

Official figures say it returns 32.8mpg on a combined 
cycle and I would say that is about right, and it produces 
199g/km C02. The CVT model has a 0-62mph time of 11.3 
seconds and a maximum speed of 120mph. It produces 
187g/km of C02 and has a combined fuel consumption 
cycle of 34.9mpg. 

It also has 5-Star Euro NCAP crash safety rating. 

A great car and well worth a test drive if you in the mar¬ 
ket for a reasonably priced tourer.

The 15-year-old from Welshpool, 
who now flies out for the World Indoor 
Throws Challenge in Vaxjo, Sweden, 
has enjoyed an exceptional indoor sea¬ 
son with a string of personal best per¬ 
formances. 

Her latest achievement came just a 
few days ago when she won the ladies 
under-17 shot putt crown in the Eng¬ 
land Indoor Championships at the NLA 
in Birmingham with a throw of 
13.14m. 

It underlined her ranking as No 1 in 
the UK for the age group, and is now 
seventh in the all-time UK rankings. 


Adele, a former Oswestry Olympian 
who is now a member of Birchfield 
Harriers, started the year by winning 
the under-17 shot putt at the Indoor 
North Wales regional championships 
at Deeside with a personal best throw 
of 12.78m with the 4kg shot. This 
throw was also a new championship 
best performance. 

The Welshpool High School pupil, 
coached by Andy Brittain, was then 
invited to guest in the senior ladies 
shot putt competition in the Indoor 
Celtic Cup at UWIC in Cardiff. 

She threw a new personal best of 
13.33m and went on to win the compe¬ 
tition, which is a massive achievement 
for someone of her age. 

This month, again in UWIC in 
Cardiff, Adele took part in the Indoor 
Welsh Championships, and won the 


under-17 shot putt by setting a new 
championship best performance of 
13.04m. 

She went on to take part in the 
under-17 shot putt in the Indoor Mid¬ 
land Counties Championships held at 
the NIA in Birmingham where she won 
gold with a personal best throw of 
13.49m. 

The youngster has now won every 
indoor championship title for each 
competition she has taken part in, and 
her progress has put her well on target 
for throwing 14 metres this year.

it's time to take control and 
get yourself more organised 



People need variation and change to keep themselves 
motivated, says TV fat-loss expert Steve Miller. 


If it feels as though the year’s rushing too 
fast, it could be time to take control. Experts 
reveal simple ways to dictate the pace and 
make yourself feel more organised 

IT’S not uncommon for many of us to struggle 
with the pace of life and feel overwhelmed by 
all the demands placed upon us. 

“We all have busy lives and while email and mobiles are use¬ 
ful in keeping us in contact at all times, they can be an added 
pressure, making it harder to switch off from responsibilities 
and keep work and leisure separate,” says Steve Miller, Skyl’s 
no-nonsense fat-loss expert. 

“The result can be many people feeling so stressed that they 
actually subconsciously slow down to protect themselves from 
melt down. 

“That can result in them taking even longer to deal with 
work or problems, which results in them feeling worse. It can 
be a hard cycle to break.” 

But Miller believes that we can regain control by taking 
small, simple steps to transform both our outlook and our rou¬ 
tines. 

“Every morning I ensure when I wake up that I’m not men¬ 
tally telling myself it will be a difficult day. Instead, I make a 
point of telling myself it will be ‘interesting, challenging and 
there’ll be a good outcome’. 

“It may sound silly to try to programme yourself, but if you 
mentally predict problems - and give off negativity - you’re 
much more likely to encounter them.” 

Miller, who has a new motivational weight-loss iPhone App, 
Gastric Banned, says it’s important to refresh routines and try 
to enjoy new experiences. 

“Your mind can get ‘fat’ and sluggish as well as your body,” 
he says. 

“We need variation and change to keep us fresh and moti¬ 
vated and it will help put life into perspective.” 

Taking up a new interest, he says, can work wonders on 
morale, whether it’s a sport, knitting or bingo, or whatever 
appeals. “I’m learning how to ride a horse and although it’s 
demanding and out of my comfort zone, it’s energising 
because it stretches me mentally and physically,” he says. 


Finally, he advises, setting a goal and keeping a weekly or 
monthly check on steps you’re taking to work towards it. 

“At the end of the day put worries in proportion by assessing 
how much they’d bother you in five years time or at the end of 
your life. 

“Many will seem trivial when put them in that light and it 
will help lighten your mood and allow you to walk taller.” 

Check out the experts’ guidance on gaining control over 
your life and improving your wellbeing. 

BOTTLE IT: “A simple way to help take control of your 
life is to ensure you are hydrated,” says celebrity trainer 
Ramona Braganza, whose clients include Halle Berry, Jes¬ 
sica Alba and Kate Beckinsale. 

“When we are drinking enough (around one-and-a-half to 
two litres daily), we think more clearly, and have energy for 
all the demands that come our way.” 

STRETCH & BREATHE: “Regular yoga sessions help 
me to focus and unwind - it’s important to do something 
which you enjoy to help you restore clarity and de-stress,” 
says Sarah Chapman, a facialist and skincare expert 
(www.sarahchapman.net). 

“I make a big tureen of traditional Japanese miso soup 
every weekend so throughout the week I can heat it up to 
set myself up for the day. It’s no hassle and really great for 
a morning boost. Also, every day, I recommend stopping at 
some point and doing some deep breathing and clearing 
your mind for a few minutes.” 

SEE THE DREAM: “My goal is to be a fitness presenter 
on TV, so every day I close my eyes and visualise it,” says 
Hannah Cramer, a dance fitness teacher and personal 
trainer (www.hannahcramer.co.uk). It really helps me 
through my working day, keeping me motivated and 
focused. Also, I make lists - things I want to achieve that day, 
that week, that year - and tick them off as I achieve them.” 

CLOSET CURE: “Opening your wardrobe is generally 
one of your first daily actions but if it’s a cluttered jumble it 
will be a constant reminder of a lack of organisation and will 
contribute to stress levels,” says personal stylist Lisa Tal¬ 
bot. “The secret is a capsule wardrobe of clothes where 
items work on their own or co-ordinate with each other.” 

She advises sorting clothes into three piles; those you 
want to keep, those which are seasonal and could be stored, 
and those which you don’t want and could be sold or given 
to charity.

There are times when you need a 
vehicle that can be utilised for 
very different roles and one of 
these is a vehicle with easy 
access for my mum who is a little 
unsteady on her feet and finds it 
difficult to get in and out of cars. 

The Kia Carens fitted the bill perfectly 
and she found no trouble whatsoever with 
wide sliding doors and lots of legroom in 
manoeuvring herself even with a walking 
stick adding an extra element of difficulty. 
In this respect the Carens was a God send. 
However, whilst this had been my major 
reason for using the Carens I was struck by 
what a capable vehicle it is. 

I had a long drive to the West Country so 
I was in a great position to test the comfort 
of the Carens. It performed flawlessly and 
was extremely comfortable with passen¬ 
gers in the rear making similar comments. 

The engine fitted was the 1.6 CRDi 
which produces a respectable 126bhp. 
Coupled with an easy to use six speed box, 
which contains surprisingly high ratios the 
Carens is able to eat up motorway miles 
with consummate ease and makes this a 
very practical proposition for long haul 
journeys with the whole family. With fuel 
consumption of around 49 to the gallon it 
also doesn’t need to break the bank. 

Handling wise the Kia is fitted with 
16inch alloys and 205 tyres and felt stable 
and planted a position that did not change 
when you added passengers and luggage. 

Body roll which can be a problem on 
MPVs was minimal. Also on some of the 
roads on which we travelled which were a 
little potholed and that is being kind the 
suspension absorbed the bumps without 
protest and never felt unsettled which is a 
tribute to the Kia engineers. 


On the outside the Kia also looks a little 
different from the usual run of the mill 
MPVs and with the Quartz Black and the 
privacy glass it certainly stands out. 

The rear side doors are operated elec¬ 
tronically and provide great access to both 
the second and third row of seats. With the 
third row in the upright position there is 
some compromise in boot space but they 
are easily folded down and then you can 
put in pretty much anything you want. On 
the inside the black leather seats add to the 
overall quality feel of the car. 

The dashboard is well laid out and every¬ 
thing falls easily to hand. The stereo was a 
little disappointing and although it was fit¬ 
ted with a six speaker system seemed to 
lack the eye for detail that the rest of the 
Carens has enjoyed. 

Overall I enjoyed driving the Carens 
which surprised me as I am not a great fan 
of MPVs as they are usually a compromise 
too far but the Kia is different in that it 
feels a lot more of a car than the £18,995 
on the road price would have you believe. 

After a week of combined long distance 
and town driving with loading and unload¬ 
ing of copious amounts of luggage, plus 
dog and mum it performed perfectly and 
kept my stress levels down to a minimum. 
I cannot recommend it more highly than 
that.

As I arrived back at the car park after 
shopping I noticed a couple of people 
pointing at my test car, nodding their 
heads in an approving way. 

Putting my bags by the rear ready to load up they com¬ 
mented on how attractive the car was and asked me a few 
questions about it. Aside from the looks they were also 
impressed by the all-wheel drive system. 

This wasn’t the first time I had been asked questions 
about the Subaru Legacy - and all responses had been very 
encouraging on this smart tourer. 

And I had to agree and also praise the way it handles, the 
interior finish and general adapdability. Put up against its 
opposition in the sector this is a car that does very well 
indeed, especially for the price. 

I was driving the entry level in the Legacy Tourer range, 
the ES Nav, although you would never dream it was at ‘bot¬ 
tom’ of the pile for all that if offers which includes Sat Nav 
as standard and a choice of manual or CVT transmission. 

At £21,995 on-the-road its specification is much higher 
than rivals. 

It has a 150PS 2.0 litre petrol engine with the choice of 
a six-speed manual gearbox or Subaru’s optional Lin- 
eartronic CVT transmission. I have driven both and cannot 
really put one above the other, although the CVT is so easy 
to drive. 

Like all Subarus, the Legacy has permanent Symmetri¬ 
cal All-Wheel Drive system which makes it much more 
sure-footed than two wheel. Add to that the horizontally 
opposed Boxer engine with its lightweight and low centre 
of gravity and you get an excellent drive with plenty of driv¬ 
ing engagement, comfort and safety. 

Now back to that Sat Nav and no cheap version this. It is 
full colour with a long list of features including touch 
screen control, CD/DVD playback, integrated Bluetooth 
hands-free connectivity and steering wheel mounted con¬ 
trols. And the Bluetooth is easy to set up and use with very 


clear sound. Other standard features on the ES Nav model 
include automatic headlights and windscreen wipers, 
remote control central locking, dual zone climate control, 
one-touch fold down rear seats, alloy wheels, electrically 
adjusted driver’s seat and a Thatcham category 1 alarm 
and immobiliser. 

And yes, all for £21,995. Quite a list and I had to check 
all that on the price sheet as I couldn’t quite believe it was 
standard. 

The finish inside is a good standard, although perhaps a 
little bit plasticky in places, and there is so much room in 
front and rear and in the boot. 


The engine produces 196Nm of torque and the six-speed 
manual takes 9.8 seconds to get to 62mph with a maximum 
speed of 120mph. 

Official figures say it returns 32.8mpg on a combined 
cycle and I would say that is about right, and it produces 
199g/km C02. The CVT model has a 0-62mph time of 11.3 
seconds and a maximum speed of 120mph. It produces 
187g/km of C02 and has a combined fuel consumption 
cycle of 34.9mpg. 

It also has 5-Star Euro NCAP crash safety rating. 

A great car and well worth a test drive if you in the mar¬ 
ket for a reasonably priced tourer.

IMPROVING Shrewsbury 
under-15s underlined their 
progression this season by 
holding Whitchurch to a 15- 
15 draw.

MARVIN Morgan chose the perfect 
time to grab his first goal at the Green¬ 
hous Meadow for more than five 
months to shoot down the club who 
wanted to sign him last season. 

With an impeccable sense of timing 
in front of the live Sky TV cameras, the 
big striker, who made a real difference 
alongside fellow sub Jermaine Grandi- 
son after being introduced from the 
bench at half time, raced clear to fire 
Town up to third place. 

Morgan had not netted in front of the 
home fans since scoring twice in a 3-1 
beating of Hereford on September 10. 

But the ex-Aldershot man registered 
his 10th strike of the season to leave 
Crawley boss Steve Evans - a man who 
tried to take him to the Sussex club 
midway through last season - deflated. 

Morgan’s goal 16 minutes from time, 
sealed a notable fightback win, ensur¬ 
ing Town complete a full calendar year 
at the Meadow unbeaten. 

Not that boss Graham Turner was in 
any mood to get carried away for he was 
quick to admit Town’s overall perform¬ 
ance did not live up to his expectations. 

But this was a night when the result 


meant everything as Town climbed 
into the automatic promotion places 
for the first time since October. 

“It’s a big crucial stage of the season 
for us and we’ve got the win which is 
the main thing,” said Turner. “We’re a 
better side than we’ve shown. We’ve 
proved that time after time here. 

“We’ve had the hiccup with the per¬ 
formance but the boost is the three 
points.” 

Nervy 

Town were surprisingly nervy and a 
little disjointed during a first half con¬ 
trolled by Crawley for long stages, so 
much so it was no surprise when pow¬ 
erful striker John Akinde, sent free by 
Billy Clarke, drove the visitors into a 
33rd minute lead. 

Town were in desperate need of a lift 
and Mark Wright provided it with an 
equaliser out of nothing just before the 
interval. The winger pounced on a 
loose ball inside the box and fizzed a 
crisply struck shot into the bottom cor¬ 
ner from Town’s first effort on target. 

The introduction of robust defender 
Grandison, a late arrival owing to 


heavy traffic on the M6, and the mobile 
Morgan perked up Town’s perform¬ 
ance level after the break. 

But they were still indebted to 
keeper Chris Neal who pulled off a 
string of sharp saves, the pick of them 
to divert an Akinde shot wide. 

Town were destined to have the final 
word, though, when Grandison broke 
up a Crawley attack on the halfway line 
and powered forward before slipping an 
inviting pass through to Morgan who 
shot beyond keeper Rene Gilmartin. 

It was, by some distance, the most 
important goal in Town’s exciting sea¬ 
son so far. 

“Marvin took it ever so well,” added 
Turner, relieved to see Crawley mid¬ 
fielder Hope Akpan head wide from 
close range deep into stoppage time 
when he should have done better.

Promotion veteran Regan has 
got that feeling all over again 



SHREWSBURY TOWN right back Carl Regan has compared the 
mood currently in the Greenhous Meadow dressing room to the feel¬ 
ing he experienced when he helped MK Dons gain promotion from 
League Two four years ago. 

Regan now hopes that same sense of positivity will stand Town in good stead for the excit¬ 
ing run-in as the Liverpudlian sets his sights on trying to help the club climb into League 
One. 

“I had a promotion with MK Dons under Paul Ince and there’s a similar sort of atmos¬ 
phere here at the moment,” said 32-year-old Regan. “We can feel that we’re really going to 
go somewhere and get promotion. 

“This is a very good club, a lovely club, a family club, and everyone’s tight knit. 

“It deserves to be in the league above so hopefully we can do that this season and get a 
good promotion on the 
resume. 

“The club’s been involved 
in pushing for promotion for 
a couple of years now, mak¬ 
ing the play-offs, but we 
want to go better this year 
and get automatic promo¬ 
tion. Hopefully we can do 
that.” 

Regan has become a regu¬ 
lar feature at right back in 
recent weeks after bouncing 
back impressively from a 
testing first half of the sea¬ 
son in which he spent much 
of the time on the sidelines 
injured. 

Recalled 

He started the season in 
the first team but then spent 
the best part of four months 
on the outside looking in 
before taking his chance 
with both hands when he 
was recalled to the starting 
eleven at Hereford at the 
end of January. 

Regan admitted: “It’s 
been a frustrating season for 
me, one of the hardest in my 
career so far. 

“But I’ve played the last 
few games now and I’m 
starting to feel my fitness 
coming back and I’m getting 
my bearings again. Hope¬ 
fully I can continue that. 

“It’s been a bit of a night¬ 
mare (with injuries) and it 
hasn’t been a very good sea¬ 
son for me so far. But hope¬ 
fully the second half of the 
season from now until the 
end will be a good one, end¬ 
ing with promotion. 


“Although my perform¬ 
ances haven’t been too bad I 
always want more. I always 
expect more from myself so 
I’ll be looking to improve 
game after game really. 

“Hopefully I can do that, 
push on, and we can end the 
season on a good note.” 

Regan, with over 300 
career appearances to his 
name, has come a long way 
since his days as an Everton 
trainee when he also had the 
opportunity to represent 
England at youth level 
alongside a host of future 
stars. 

“A lot of the lads I played 
with have gone on to do well 
and I’m still in the game so I 
count myself lucky for that,” 
he recalled. “I was a Liver¬ 
pool fan playing for Everton 
but I was there for a very 
long time and I always still 
look out for their results. 

“There’s still one or two 
people there that I know so I 
hope they do well all the 
time.” 

He made it to the fringes 
of the Goodison Park first 
team without making the 
breakthrough but has since 
gone on to serve Barnsley, 


Hull City, Chester City, Mac¬ 
clesfield Town, MK Dons, 
Bristol Rovers and Notts 
County (loan) before signing 
a one-year contract for 
Shrewsbury last summer 
after impressing Graham 
Turner during a trial. 

The presence of Mark 
Wright, also a team mate at 
the Dons and Bristol Rovers, 
helped him settle in quickly 
and, injury frustration 
apart, he’s enjoying life at 
the Greenhous Meadow, 
admitting he would love to 
earn a new deal at the end of 
the season. 

“There’s a few of us play¬ 
ing for contracts and playing 
for our careers,” added 
Regan. “I think that’s a good 
thing in a way because we 
will give it our all on the 
field. 

“We’re trying to get this 
club up a division and trying 
to get ourselves contracts as 
well. 

“I was not able to show 
what I can do in the first half 
of the season but hopefully 
my fitness will now be bet¬ 
ter, my form improves, and 
we’ll see what happens at 
the end of the season.”

“I’m looking forward to it,” said 


Simpson, who had only recently 
accepted the challenge of manag¬ 
ing Northwich Victoria in the Evo- 
Stik League premier division. 

“I wanted to get a youth coach¬ 
ing or development role and me 
and my wife (Jacqui) have always 
talked about living abroad so this 
ticks all the boxes. 

“The facilities are fantastic. We 
have got a 6,500 all-seater sta¬ 
dium, training pitches, a 3G pitch 


an Olympic size 50m swimming 
pool and another 25m pool. 

“We will have a team playing in 
an under-19 league in Portugal 
next season and two minutes walk 
from our base is a university where 
the lads will do a sports science 
course and learn a language. 

“We have got 14 English lads, 
five Spanish and one Hungarian 
and I can’t wait to get started.” 

Simpson flew out to Portugal to 


begin his new role yesterday. 

He ended his short stint in 
charge of Northwich - he was boss 
of the Cheshire club for less than a 
month - with a narrow 3-2 defeat at 
home to higher division Newport 
County in the quarter-finals of the 
FA Trophy last weekend. 

After leaving Shrewsbury, Simp¬ 
son, whose son Jake played under 
him at the Greenhous Meadow, 
managed Stockport County.
